vania to remain in tho cabinet as sec- 
retary of state during the remainder 
o< Mr. Taft's term ot office'confirmed 
the intimations to the same effect re- 
ceived yesterday from Philadelphia. 


Pennsylvania,^ republicans who are 


here make no secret of their disap- 
pointment at Mr. Knox's yielding to 
the urgency of the president and at the 
dashing of their hopes that he -would 
become their gubernatorial nominee 
this year. 
In a formal statement Is- 


sued here last night, Mr. Knox declared 
that, provided the tender of the nomi- 
nation had come to him as expressing 
the real desiro of the party in Penn- 
sylvania, he would have accepted the 
nomination, but for the request of the 
president that he remain in the cab- 
inet. 


It was made known late last night 


in nn unmistakable way that the pres- 
ident regards Mr. Knox's decision as. 
definitely refuting the rumors in cir- 
culation for some time to the effect that 
the secretary is not altogether happy 
in his position, 


.The president wns reported as even 


anxious that the outcome should indi- 
cate beyond question that.he regards 
Mr. Knox as a great lawyer and a 
great secretary of state.

affairs of the. community. 
In this connection we believe it was a mistake 


to kill the Homestead bill, (he object of which was to assist, poor families 
in establishing homes of their own. 
Once n mnn is responsible for a, home 


and a family lie lias nn inspiration to develop the best in his nature anc 
to put forth his best efforts in every line of endeavor. 
He will ever be 


rendy to defend his home against foes both foreign and domestic. For this 
reason, we believe thnt it is go.nd for n city not to have too many of its 
people unmarried. Lowell, we regret to say, has far too many people un- 
married and without homed. 


These unmarried and homeless people are found in the mills and ir 


every other line of industry. Far too many foreigners remain here without 
petting married. 
They should cither bring their sweethearts out to this 


country and gel. married or else marry Lowell girls of whom there is an 


abundance to select from. 


When u man has a home and a family he has more of an inspiration 


to become a better and more prosperous citizen. 
We have on previous 


occasions expressed our views on that undesirable, although very large, 
class of men known as "old bachelors" who either lack the courage to 
make (he venture or are else unwilling to abandon the Bohemian life thai in 
many cases is the, sole refti.tro of the bachelor. 


In western states occasional attempts have been made to compel the 


bachelors to get married by imposing a. tax upon all unmarried men between 
the ages of thirty-five and iit'ty. 
Such a inx would work a hardship where 


voung women are not very numerous; but there is no scarcity of the fair 
sex in this city and no bachelor can offer that as an excuse for being 


unmarried. 


The result of the recent census will soon show the number of unmar- 


ried men in this city and will, we believe, prove thnt it is much greater 


than it should be in proportion tn our population. 


The, high cost of living whom wages are low may and doubtless docs 


discouroE'c many people from getting married; but it has frequently been 
proved that many a young man spends more money for things thai, are 
wholly needless than would support a comfortable home.

with an automobile is a self-evident fact, that requires no argument from i 
anybody. Nothing is more easy than for burglars or blacklegs of any kind ! 
whatsoever lo make a tour into some quiet country district, rob a postoffice,, j 
a bank or a mill office and make, their escape. Three hours after the rob- 
bery they may be. a hundred miles from ihe scene. 
Until the police get 


in close touch with the automobile station, the. automobile business and 


unlil they are able to usu aulnmobilcs to advantage in tracing criminals, 
they will not be able lo catch thorn as in former days, and ns a result 
murderers, robbers and disturbers of every other description can make 
their escape without detection. 
They are, in but slight danger of arrest

Charles A. Taylor, a soldier of the 
Sixth Massachusetts regiment, said to 
have been the first man killed' in the 
civil war, has been found, according to 
a despatch sent from Baltimore, Md., 
and tomorrow tha remains will bo sent 
to .Blngh&mton 
and later 
will 
be 


brought to this city and buried be- 
neath the Ladd & Whitney monument 
in this city. 


Ladd, Whitney and Taylor fell dur- 


ing the riot which marked the passage 
of the Sixth regiment along Pratt street 
In that city on April 19, 1SG1. 


After the riot Taylor's body was com- 


pletely lost track of by his friends. The 
bodies of Ladd and Whitney were re- 
turned to this city and now lie be- 
neath the Ladd and Whitney monument 
in Monument square. 


The body of Taylor had not been 


found, though an unremitting search 
had been carried on for years. General 
Edwin F. Jones, commander of 
the 


Sixth 
regiment, 
when 
It 
marched 
through Baltimore, has for years been 
personally interested in the search. 


It was Gen. Jones, indeed, who was 


responsible for the 
beautiful 
tablet 


placed upon the Ladd and Whitney 
monument a year ago last Memorial 
day in memory of the 
missing com- i 


rade. The memorial 
was obtained 


through public subscription, though 
the movement was started by Gen. 
Jones.

affairs of the community. In this connection -we believe it was a mistake 


TO kill the Homestead bill, the object of which was to assist poor families 
in establishing homes of their own. Once a man is responsible for a homo 
and a family he has nn inspiration to develop the best in his nature and 
to put forth his best efforts in every line of endeavor. 
He will ever he 


ready to defend his home against foes both foreign and domestic. For this 
reason, we believe that it is good for a city not to have too many of its 
people unmarried. Lowell, we regret to say, has far too many people un- 
married and without homes. 


These unmarried and homeless people are found in the mills and in 


every other line of industry. Far too many foreigners remain here without 


married. They should either bring their sweethearts out to this 


country and get married or else marry Lowell girls of whom there is an 
abundance to select from. 


When a man lias n home and a family he has more of an inspiration 


to become a better and more prosperous citizen. 
We have on previous 


occasions expressed our views on that undesirable, although very large, 
class of men known as '"old bachelors" who either lack the courage to 
make the venture or are else unwilling to abandon the Bohemian life that in 
many cases is the sole refuge of the bachelor. 


In western states occasional attempts have been made to compel'the 


bachelors to pel married by imposing 11. tax upon all unmarried men between 


IliR ages of thirty-five and fifty. Such a. tax would work a hardship where 
young women are not very numerous; but- there is no scarcity of the fair 


KPX in this city and no bachelor can offer that as an excuse for being 


unmarried. 


The result of the recent census will soon show the number of umimr- 


ricd men in this city and will, we believe, prove that it is much greater 


than it should be in proportion to our population. 


The high cost of living where wages are low may and doubtless does 


discourage many people from getting married; but it has frequently boon 
proved that many a young man spends more money for things that are 


\\ holly needless than would support a. comfortable home. 
Hence in the 


interest of promoting good citizenship and increasing the number of home 
I.uilders, we would urge upon the unmarried men of Lowell, whether they 
work in the, mills or elsewhere, to select life partners and embark upon the 
sea of matrimony.

Xothing is more, easy than for burglars or blackings of any kind 1 
whatsoever to make a tour into some quiet country district, rob a postofflce, 
a bank or a mill office and make their escape. Three, hours nftor the rob- 
bery tlac3' may be a hundred miles from thu scene. 
Until the police get
